Hear the upner left hand corner of the photo In -56^ is a fault 
that looks like a bit of the figure 8 ; like this. 
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(There is a similar fault in. the middle of the right hand side of the 
photo "in CE 564, but this area is not visible in the 56^ photo, so does 
not oome into consideration) 

You should try to find out from a photo expert if that fault * s 
the result of a defect in the negative or of a defect in the lenses 
(microscope or camera) through whioh the image passed. 

If it is a fault of the lenses, then we are not advanoed ab 
in our knowledge whether Frazier used the defunct method, ^he posslbi 
lity that I mentioned in my previous letter might ati-1 a PPlj* 

But if it is a fault in the negative, then we have -racier cold, 
for there will be no way of esnaping the charge of having made both 
photos from the same negative. 

The misidentifioation of the exhibits can easily be 
as a simple and natural error (even thon£h that escouae will not di^ 
Jour' olaim to the evidence), But what on earth excuse might he give 
for U3ing a tedious and inadequate method when a simple ana ef-eotive 
method was natural and more easily available? 

I’ll do some checking where I can. 1 urge you to do the same, for 
it oould help your case even more than the knowledge of misiden<.i-Ia- 

ation.
